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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed 12/10/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Lam kin does not disclose event registration to check 
whether the user performed the action. 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Lamkin discloses event 
registration to check whether the user performed the action in Table A.1 .41 . Table 
A.1 .41 check if a User Operation is valid and the main purpose of this command is to 
retrieve the current UOP (User Operation) status. Checking the validity of a user 
operation can be done if there is a user operation, therefore, this information provides 
whether the user performed an action. Furthermore, since the main purpose of this 
command is to retrieve the current user operation status, checking whether user 
performed an action is needed before retrieving the current user operation status. 

The applicant alleged, "the ValidUOP(x) function does not require that the user 
actually have performed an action, as suggested by the Examiner." 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. After a careful review of the 
previous office actions, the examiner does not find such suggestion in previous office 
actions.
